Welcome the Cold. 


The corn milleis of Decatur wel- 


come the cold weather if no one else 
does. Because of the 
scarcity of 


cars the millers have not been able to 
get corn sufficient to keep their mills 
busy day and night as they want to 
do. If the cold -weather continues it 
will pnable the farmers who are trib- 
utary to this city, to haul their grain 
by wagon and by that means they 


may be able to get the desired amount 
of corn. For single wagon loads the 
millers are now paying 36 cents per 
bushel but If they can make a con- 
tract for 500 or more bushels they 
will give 37 cents.

Out to Be Colored. 


Lord Mansneld, the 
famous 
lord 


chief justice of England, had a bitter 
prejudice against horse dealers, which, 
t is said, had its ?ise in a bitter dis- 
appointment he had experienced at the 
hands of one of them. 
When he -wie 


appointed lord chief justice in 1756 
he wished to have four black horses, 
without a white hair, for his carriage. 
After considerable difficulty the four 
>lack horses were found and approved, 
or they were handsome horses and 
just what the iprd 
chief 
Justice 


wanted. 
The pi Ice, of course, was a 


heavy one; it always is under such 
circumstances. 
For a time all went 


well, and his lordship was well satis- 
fled with his bargain. 
Then one horse 


began to develop A white ^tar, and an- 
other a yhite fetlock, and another was 
disfigured with a white blaze—indeed, 
in all of them, in one place or another, 
the hated white appeared. 


The judge sent for the horse dealer 


who had supplied the horses, 
and 


threatened him with all kinds of pains 
and penalties. 
That worthy, however, 


was not in the least put out by the 
wrath of the noble lord. 
He insisted 


that he had not misrepresented the 
horses on his bill, and pointed out on 
that document being produced that he 
had sold to his lordship four horses 
colored black. 
Thin, of course, did 


away with any legal proceedings, but 
the Incident was never forgotten by 
Lord Mansfield, who was scarcely ever 
known to give a'horse dealer the ben- 
ent of the doubt.—From the Horseman.
